persons were killed and a score of 


o th e rs injured at 3 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, when C. II. & D. passenger tram 
No. 29, running at a speed of fo rty 
miles an hour, ran into an open switch 
at Arlington avenue and the C., II. & 
D. railroad tracks, and crashed into 
a freight train which was standing 
on a siding. 
The engines met head-on and one 
engineer is believed to he buried in the 
mass of wreckage. 
W illis W ork, 2 10 
North Addison street, engineer of the 
freight train, escaped death by jum p­ 
ing. 
York landed in a barbed wire fence 
and was painfully cut about the legs. 
Four members of a family of six, 
who were on their way to a log camp 
in Wisconsin, 
from their 
home in 
Jackson, Ky., 
were killed, 
and the 
other two members were seriously in­ 
jured. 
Most of the dead were found in the 
first passenger car, which was tele­ 
scoped with the baggage car. 
One 
engineer is believed to be in the mass 
of wreckage, as well n> one o f the 
conductors. 
Firemen 
and 
police 
worked with axes for more than two 
hours before the first body in the pas­ 
senger car was uncovered. 
One of the first acts of the firemen 
was to cut a hole in the top of the car 
and pass water to the injured passen­ 


g ers, who were crying pitifully for 
aid. 
There was an 
aJmost 
complete 
telescope of tlie two engines. 
They 
reared up toward each other. 
It was 
not until daylight that one o f the en­ 
gineers w a s discovered in the wreck­ 
age of his cab. scalded to death. 
The baggage car was badly splin­ 
tered, but 
tin* two passenger cars 
just behind it were damaged worse. 
They looked more like a big heap of 
kindling than 
railroad cars. 
The 
passenger cars were tele-coped like 
the engines. 
The entrance?, 
between 
the 
cars 
were -»> filled 
with 
wreckage and 
joined with each other that it was 
impossible to rescue tin* dead and in­ 
jured through them. 
The heavy ten­ 
der of one of the locomotives was 
thrown clear out on the main track 
by the impact. 
All of the city and private am­ 
bulances in Indiana{K>lis were called 
to the scene and the injured 
were 
taken to the Deaconess hospital as 
rapidly as they eould be moved. 
The freight ear behind the freight 
locomotive was 
loaded 
with 
buggy 
wheels which were thrown out over 
the tracks. 
Persons in the neighborhood of the 
wreck say the wreckage was burning 
when they first got to it. but that the 
fire was soon put out.

walking to the Puerto Del Sol, w iier» 
the ministry is situated. 
Be stopped 
to scan the bo o ks in the win dow of 
j the San Martin library at the corn er 
of the Call* Carretas an d the Puerta. 
Suddenly a well dressed votin g man 
atepped briskly up behin d the premier 
and drew his hand from his pocket, 
clutching a rev o lv er 
an d firing three 
or fo ur times in rapid succession . 
The premier dropped dyin g to the 
sidewalk, shot through the head. Sen or 
Can alejas was usually followed by two 
detectives, 
though 
he in sisted that 
they keep twen ty paces to the rear. 
Hut they could n ot have forestalled the 
sudden act of the assassin . 
The lat­ 
ter tried to bolt, but the detectives 
seized him. 
The man then fired again , 
but the bullet wen t wild. 
Somebody 
dealt him a blow’ on the head, an d the 
assassin , realizin g that escape was 
hopeless, used the last roun d on him­ 
self. 
The bullet pen etrated his head, in ­ 
flictin g a severe woun d in the temple. 
'Hie man w a« then secured an d taken 
Immediately to the n earest first aid 
depot, where it was foun d that the bul­ 
let had lodged in his skill 1 
In the 
mean time the premier was lifted from 
the street by the police an d carried 
In to the min istry of the in terior. Some 
person s say he was still alive, but he 
did n ot speak an d. if alive, lie died in i 
mediately 
afterward 
The 
bullet 
which en ded h» n life en tered Sen or 
Can aleias's head behin d the right ear 
an d passed out at the temple. 
'Hie body of the premier was laid on 
a marble table in the cen ter hall of 
fhe min istry. 
The bishop of Sion was 
hastily called an d he blessed the body, 
while the min isters an d other promin 
•n t person s who were presen t gather­ 
ed aroun d. 
The min ister of the in 
terlor had telephon ed Kin g 
Xlfon so 
immediately after Sen or Can alejas had 
been shot, an d hi« majesty wen t hur­ 
riedly to the min istry. 
His face was 
grave an d an xious as he alighted in 
fron t of the buildin g. 
The crowd 
cheered him tumultuously. 
After a 
few hurried question s Kin g Alfon so 
kn elt for a few momen ts in silen t 
prayer beside the body. 
Hi* estimate of Sen or Can alejas was 
a high oue an d the relation s betwe« n 
the two men were in timate. 
As lie 
stood lookin g on the calm face of the 
dead statesman tears came to the eyes 
of the kin g. 
Before return in g to the 
roval palace his majesty con ferred in - 
formailt wtth the min isters an d ap­ 
poin ted Marquis Man uel Garcia Prieto, 
thft foreign min ister, to take the gov­ 
ern men t helm pen din g a fin al selection 
of a n ew premier. 
The police are extremely secretive. 
The assassin ha« been reported dead, 
but it Is believed that tie is still alive. 
Bts n ame is Man uel Pardin as Sarei- 
ate to which some statemen ts add the 
fourth n ame of Martin . 
The m a n ’s 
birth certificate was foun d in his pock­ 
et, showin g that he was thirty-two 
years old. an d havin g been born at El 
Or ado, which is in the provin ce of 
Huesca. Other documen ts were foun d, 
but their con ten ts are n ot kn own . 
It 
is supposed, rather than really kn own , 
that the man was an an archist.

Scriptures Now Contorni to 


Their Teachings. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 13.—At the Amer­ 
ican Baptist Publication society rooms 
here what is regarded as probably 
the most radical version of the Holy 
Bible has been placed on sale. 
It 
is a Baptist Bible for Baptists on ly, 
an d ih so startlin g in some of its 
tran slation s that much of the old text 
has been en tirely chan ged. 
Accordin g to the seolars of the Bap­ 
tist church 
who have spen t thirty 
years in its preparation , it is un com­ 
promisin gly faithful in its tran slation 
from the origin al an d, accordin g to the 
teachin gs of the church, gives a more 
faithful an d exact tran slation of the 
old Greek an d Hebraic scriptures. For 
example, in that portion of the New 
Testamen t where the con version of 
the Savior is described, in place of 
usin g the Greek “baptize” the literal 
tran slation ‘‘immerse" is used so as to 
con form with the Baptist teachin gs 
that Christ wen t down in to the water 
for his baptism. 


Archaic F o r m s Eliminated. 


All of the archaic forms of the Kin g 
James an d revised version s have been 
completely elimin ated an d little of the 
old-fashion ed respect for gen erally ac­ 
cepted theological views an d ecclesi 
astiea! teachin gs remain s. 
The n ew Bible is called the “ Improv­ 
ed Version ” an d is as distin ctly differ­ 
en t from the old scriptures so lon g ttie 
accepted creed of all Protestan t de­ 
n omin ation s that practically n o other 
church but the Baptists will be able 
to use it, because it in terprets the 
scriptures to mean solely what the 
Baptist church teaches. 
There are 
hun dreds of n ew words which are ex 
plain ed as the actual tran slation of 
the origin al scriptures. 
Rev. Phillip L. .Jon es, the editor of 
the publication society, is resi>on sible 
for this n ew Bible, that for Baptists 
practically revolution izes the old scrip­ 
tures.
